Extremely hot weather, coming 
Uhs summer, will also be unfavor­ 
able. 
The past two weeks has been ex­ 
tremely favorable for blight, accord­ 
ing to County Horticultural Commis­ 
sioner Roy K. Bishop. 
"In spite of th e fact that the damp 
weather of the past few weeks has 
been such as to aid the blight,” said 


j Bishop today, "it is yet too early to 
determine just the extent to which 
tl^e disease is hurting the nuts. 
Dry Weather Needed 
"This is because the nuts are still 
small and also because many of them 
do not show any signs of blight on 
the outside. 
The nuts being small, 
many of them may drop on and never 
be noticed.” 
Dry weather during the next few 
months will be very favorable to the 
crop. It will have a tendency to check 
blight. 
Bishop estim ates that this year’s 
crop will be more than twice as great 
as last year, provided conditions are 
favorable. 
Bishop also states that in 
his opinion this year’s crop will be 
greater than it was two years ago,
